Dedicate Labor Day To 
Dignity, Brotherhood Of Man 


Washington —(NC)— A plea to 
dedicate Labor Day “to man’s dig- 
nity and man’s brotherhood” is the 
theme of the 1952 Labor Day 
Statement issued. by the Depart- 
ment of Social Action, National 
Catholic Welfare Conference, here. 
The Rev. R. A. McGowan is direct- 
or of the department. 


“May God Who made us as we 
are and Christ Who showed us our 
dignity and brotherhood help us to 
dedicate Labor Day to man’s dig- 
nity and mans brotherhood — a 
dignity and brotherhood that come 
from our kinship with God, con- 
firmed and heightened by Christ, 
our Lord,” the statement prays. 

“Labor Day should be Church 
Day for everybody,” the statement 
declares. “We should thank Al- 
mighty God for the blessings He 
has bestowed: upon our beloved 
America. We should thank Him for 
the kind of Labor Day we have and 
ask Him to make Labor Day one 
of dedication to Him and to our 


fellowmen. At home or away, let) 


us go to church and make it a day 
of prayer.” 

Labor Day, the statement also 
says, “is a kind of All-American 
Social Justice Day.” “It is,” it adds, 
“a day that should draw us up 
short and make us examine our 
conscience.” 

“Labor Day is a Social Justice 
Day because of two facts of 
human nature,” the statement ex- 
plains. “One is the great worth 
of the individual. We are made 
in the image and likeness of 
God. We can think. We have will 
power. Christ our Lord came 
down to redeem us. If we do not 
carry our personal dignity into 
so important a part of our life 
as our work, we are demeaned. 

“We also depend on one an- 
other. We are extraordinarily 
important individuals; but we are 
interdependent by our very 
nature. That interdependence is 
ennobled by kinship; we are 


children of One Father, and we . 


have an adopted son-ship through 
Christ our Brother. We are born 
to be brothers. We carry that 
over into our work or we are de- 
meaned and so are others.” 

The statement adds that “born 
to work under conditions good for 
body and soul, and born to be 
brothers, our Labor Day is really 


a holy day dedicated to individual | 


dignity and human brotherhood for 
human welfare.” 


Enormous changes have taken 


place since the 80's and 90's “when | 


Labor Day was in the process of 
becoming a holiday,” the state- 
ment points out. At the same time, 
it Says, there remains much to be 
achieved. 


In the early days, it is recalled. 


“labor” was a term used for man- 
ual workers of the skilled trades 
and the so-called unskilled work- 
ers. Today, mass production work- 
ers are now a large part of labor; 
clerical workers and sales people 
consider themselves more and 
more a part of labor; management 
itself has become largely an em- 
ployee in the shift from owner- 
managers to shareholders. 

“These changes have made 
nearly all of us ‘labor’, including 
a large part of the professional 
people,” the statement says. 

Pointing to the “enormous im- 
provement in the attitude of all 
Americans” since Labor Day was 
first made a legal holiday, the 
statement declares that “Labor 
Day now is more a day of hope 
and of resolve rather than one of 
protest.” 

Directing attention to “basic de- 
fects in American economic life” 
that still need to be corrected, the 
Statement says: : 

“White collar workers have not 
organized enough to protect them- 
selves, and federal and state laws

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President Says He's Not 
Considering Envoy To Vatican 


Washington—(NC)—President Truman has just said that he 
is not at present considering the appointment of an ambassador 
to the State of Vatican City. | 


At one of his regular press conferences, the President was 
reminded that it has been several months since he withdrew his 
nomination of Gen, Mark W. Clark to be the first U.S. Ambassador 
to‘the Vatican. A reporter wanted to know if he contemplated 
making a recess appointment, since Congress is not now in session 
and may not be until the 83rd Congress convenes in January. 
President Truman answered that the matter was not being con- 
sidered at this time. 

Last October President Truman sent to the Senate, a few 
hours before adjournment, the nomination of General Clark to 
ke U.S. Ambassador to the State of Vatican City. It would have 
ruarked the first time this country ever had an ambassador of 
the United States at the Vatican. However, because Congress 
adjourned that same day, the nomination died. | 

A storm of protest was raised against the nomination in Pro- 
testant circles, and before President Truman could resubmit the 
nomination of General Clark to the second session’ of the 82nd 
Congress in January, the General asked that his name be with- 
drawn. President Truman made it plain then that he would 
submit another nomination for this post to the Senate “at a later 
time.” He indicated in February, that he was looking for a suit- 
able nominee for the post. He said in April that he was not ready 
to discuss the question whether he would name another ambas- 
sador to the State of Vatican City. 
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It's Official Now 


Washington—The U. S. State De- 
partment released a study of the 
tactics by which Communist gov- 
ernments are capturing youth and 
chaining churches to the state in 
their drive to kill all religion. 


The report, prepared by official 
experts for use by government 
agencies and by private scholars 
and writers, asserts that the ulti- 
mate aim of Communist policy to- 
ward religion “is its extinction.” 
But it describes numerous shorter 
steps aimed to reach that goal by 
stages. 

In one of the primary drives, the 
study says, religious education for 
the young has generally been re- 
moved from the schedule of church 


activities and “youth organizations 


including those of Catholic youths, 
have been reorganized into federa- 
tions which wage a crusade against 
religion,” 

Another such step is to make 
churches subservient to the Com- 
munist state, the review states, in 
the pattern of relations between 
the Russian Orthodox church and 
the government of the Soviet 


Union.

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God may divine honors be paid. 
They venerate "My mother as you 
venerate yours. They have the pic- 
ture of My mother in their homes 
as you have the picture of your 
mother in your home, but surely 
you would resent it if. you were 
accused of worshiping your mother 
or her picture. 


But you do not even honor My 
mother. You act as though she were 
to be despised and rejected, even 
though you would have had. no 
Savior if she had not consented to 
become My mother. 

Do you honestly believe that you 
are honoring Me more by repu- 
diating My mother? You dishonor 
Me when you slight My mother, as 
you would feel dishonored if a 
friend slighted your mother. 

My mother, any of My saints, 
and even you, can be a “mediator 
by intercession.” Do you not ask 
others’ prayers and then make 
them your mediators? The very 
text you quoted explains the sense 


in which I am the only mediator, | 


namely, because I “gave Myself 
as a ransom for them all.” That 
means that I am a mediator by re- 
demption, and in that sense I am 
the only Mediator between God and 
man. But I am not the only Media- 
tor by prayer and intercession. 
Your minister, members of his 
congregation, who gather in public 
prayers, are meditators, no matter 
what they pray for. It is only in 
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that sense that Catholics regard My 
mother as a mediator. 


Inquirer: But Your Father, in 
the first Commandment, forbids 
the making of graven things, yet 
Catholics do have images of Your 
mother and install them in their 
churches; they erect Shrines to her, 
they carry her statue in procession, 


Curist: It is not wrong to make 
a graven thing unless it is made for 
worship or adoration. If it were 
then every individual would be 
violating that Commandment. The 
rulers of nations and states and 
cities would be greatest offenders 
when they order statues to be gra- 
ven, and to be unveiled amid sol- 
emn ceremonies. If it is wrong to 
make “the likeness of anything,” 
then photographers are big sinners, 
and everyone who patronizes them 
participates in the sin. 

Your private interpretation of 
Scripture—an unwarranted inter- 
pretation—will lead to your own 
destruction as My Apostle Peter 
reminds you. 

None of these practices of Cath- 
olics is represented by their 
Church to be necessary for salva- 
tion, but they are practices dear to 
Me, because they honor her whom 
My Heavenly Father honored, 
whom an archangel honored in His 
name, whom I honored throughout

VWaen all Europe was Catholic 
wars were negligible as com- 
pared to the past four centuries, 
during which Christendom has 
been woefully divided. Karl H. 
Von Wiegand has taken =the 
trouble to count the wars, major 
and minor, since the end of the 
sixteenth century. During these 
400 years, according to him, at 
least three European countries 
have been involved in 28 major, 
wars, lasting 212 years. Two of 
these wars lasted 30 years each, 
one lasted 16 years, one 14, one 
13, two 11 and one 10, 


Since the division of Christen- 
dom there has been no trusted 
high tribunal recognized mutually 
by the nations, to which appeals 
might be made for the arbitra- 
tion of disputes and the preven- 
tion of wars. When Europe con- 
stituted a large family of Chris- 
tian nations, the Pope was, by 
common consent, the moral and 
spiritual power who had a right to 
intervene for the peaceful settle- 
ment of misunderstandings or ani- 
mosities.

In his memorable “Confessions” 


Augustine confesses with regret 
that he “began to offend his gra- 
| clous God” in his childhood. As if 
‘giving a word of instruction and 
‘warning to parents, he then goes 
on to point out that “the little ones 
are easily possessed’ with jealousy, 
anger and revenge, which they 
sometimes express by their pale 
and envious looks; they want with: 


tears what is hurtful to them, they 
rage against their betters, wanting 
them to comply with their will; 
they imbibe very early sentiments 
of vanity and pride.” 

Augustine continues to admonish 
parents how by wise guidance and 
proper correction and instruction 
their children can be trained early 
in the habits of virtue. The early 
tendencies and inclinations to evil 
are only “strengthened by being 
flattered, and become sinful upon 
the first dawning of the use of 
reason.” The child is “capable of 
some degree of correction, where- 
by the first seeds of the passions 
may-be crushed.” Wise instruction 
this, used by devout parents to 
mold their offspring into future 
saints of God. 


In his studies Augustine proved 
an apt and capable scholar. Yet, he 
later accused himself of “often hav- 
ing sinned by disobeying the com- 


mands of his parents and teachers, 
not writing, reading or minding his
